The gains were announced by

frequently asked: 

| @. I want to convert my oil 
burner, but my oil dealer tells me 
that I won’t be able to get any 
coal either. Is this so? 

A. We would advise you to get 
in touch with various coal dealers 
and see if you can get coal. We 
have been assured that coal will 
be available. 

Q. Can I convert my oil burner 
to gas? 

A. No. The sale of gas burn- 
ing equipment is restricted by a 


WPB order (L-79) to orders car- | 


rying priority ratings. 

@. Where can 1 get a set of 
grates” 

A. Get in touch with your local 
plumbing or heating dealer 
contractor. 

@. I have ordered a set of 
grates from my plumber, but he 
tells me that he cannot get them 
unless I file papers and get a pri- 
ority rating. Do I need a priority 
rating? 

No Grate Priority. 

A. No priority rating is needed 
to secure grates. A _ distributor, 
jobber, or wholesaler may pur- 
chase grates, stoker bars, fire 
doors, etc., for conversion without 
a priority rating. In turn, these 


may be sold to home and building | 


owners, and to plumbing or oil 
dealers without any rating. 

@. I have a rating on a stoker 
application, but my supplier tells 
me that the manufacturer refuses 
to ship the stoker unless he gets 
a higher rating. What should 
I do? 

A. The rating which you re- 
ceived gives you a place on the 
manufacturer’s shipping schedule. 
It may be that you will have to 
wait some time for the equipment, 
but the manufacturer has to fill 
your order after filling other or- 
ders with higher ratings, provided 
he has the material to build it. 

Q. I want to buy some fireplace 
grates, and burn coal in my fire- 
place. Can I get these? 

A. If you can find some one 
who has this equipment, you may 
buy it, 

Oil Boilers? 
Q. I have an oil burner type 


boiler which cannot be converted 
through the use of grates. 


Can I 
buy a new boiler that will burn 
coal, and have it installed? 

A. No. A new boiler cannot 


be sold except to defense manu- 
'facturing plants and others having 
priority ratings. Persons who 
have boilers that can’t be convert- 
'ed should take steps to conserve 
fuel oil by insulation. 
| @. My oil burner is old, and 
very inefficient. Can I buy a new 
‘oil burner, and thus save oil? 

| A. No, the sale of new oi] burn- 
ers is restricted to rated orders. 
Furthermore, in many states a 
WPB order (L-56) prohibits the

Twe Merchant

10 Crewmen of Cargo

Sea warfare in the western Ate 
lantic has claimed two more. Al- 
lied merchantmen, the Navy re 
vealed yesterday, boosting to 473 
the Associated Press score of an- 
'nounced ship losses in that area 
since Pearl Harbor. 

Gunners aboard an Italian sub- 
marine attacking one of the mer- 
|chantmen, an American vessel, off 
the northern coast of South Amer- 
ica last month, proved such bad 
marksmen that a valuable torpe- 
do finally had to be fired to sup- 
plement the enemy crewmen’s 
haphazard shelling. The ship sank 
a short time afterward. 

Half the shells went wild, one of 
'19 survivors who reached an east 
coast port related, and the rest ap- 
parently caused little damage. 

Adrift 23 days in the shark- 
_infested South Atlantic, survivors 
finally were sighted and picked 
up by an Allied freighter. Nine- 
teen crewmen were reported miss- 
ing. 

Ten of the 47-man crew aboard 
the second cargo carrier, which 
was blasted to the bottom of the 
'Caribbean late last month, per- 
ished in the attack. A single tor- 
pedo broke the vessel's back. She 
\sank stern first a few minutes 
later. 
| Survivors were adrift only a 
few hours when their two life 
boats were sighted by a U. S. Na 
val craft which brought them to 
a United Nations port. 
| Three seamen of the 19 reported 
killed in the encounter were trap- 
|}ped in the engine room. Seven 
others were lost while abandoning 
'the stricken ship. 

Submarine-sinkings of the two 
vessels were the first announce 
ments of western Atlantic ship 
losses in six days.

Did you ever see a city frozen |

It was ghostly. The “whiteout,” a 
rehearsal for conduct in an air 
raid, was on.

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Another Goat for Hitler 

The report, by way of Sweden, that Hitler 
has removed Field Marshal Fedor von Bock 
from command of the Nazi armies attacking 
Stalingrad is probably true. At least, it is fully 
in line with Hitler habits in the past. 

It would never do, according to the Hitler 
theory, for the people of Germany and the 
German armies to ever suspect Der Fuehrer 
is not infallible. He has built up a fairy tale 
ef his own genius as a military commander. 
He has instifled into the Germans the idea 
that he, the erratic corporal of the first World 
War, is a military genius greater than any in 
the past. Greater than Napoleon, Charlemagne, 
Caesar and them all. 

So, whenever a German campaign does not 
go according to the German plan, it is neces- 
sary to find a goat, someone to take the blame. 
It may be Hitler’s own stupid stubbornness that 
is responsible, but that is strictly hush-hush. 
It is always some high commander in the field 
who is sacrificed as scapegoat. 

It is generally known that von Bock opposed 
the plan to attack Stalingrad and the Caucasus 
simultaneously. He argued that Stalingrad 
would cost more, in German casualties, than 


jt was worth. 

But Hitler insisted. More than a week ago 
Hitler told the German people, through his 
stooge Goebbels, that Stalingrad was practical- 


ly taken. 

Today Stalingrad still stands, the Russians 
are, even, throwing back the German assault 
in some sectors. The German losses have 
proven, irrefutably, that von Bock’s estimate 
of the casualty cost of the operation was cor- 
rect. Hitler has again, despite the advice of 
his generals, insisted upon strategy that can 
but lead to ultimate disaster for the Axis war 


program. 

But Hitler cannot be placed in the wrong. 
That would be disastrous for German morale. 

So von Bock is sent home in disgrace. 

Meanwhile the slaughter of Germans goes 
on in the streets and buildings of Stalingrad. 

What will Hitler tell his people as another 
Russian winter comes?

Army Air Accidents 

Because of the tragic crash of an Army 
bomber within the limits of the metropolitan 
Atlanta area, this week, the people of this city 
are exceptionally conscious of the fact that air 
training and air operations cannot be con- 
ducted without some accidents. . 

It should be remembered, however, that the 
actual rate of accident in the Arm Air Forces 
is extremely low. That is, in proportion to the 
number of planes now in the air and the 
number of future pilots now in training. With 
thousands of planes flying every day, with tens 
of thousands of air cadets learning to handle 
the controls, it is inevitable that some crash. 
That the number of accidents is so low is 
actually a remarkable, almost a miraculous 
achievement. It demonstrates that the day of 
comparative safety in flight is here. 

The present accident rate, per mile flown, 
in the Army Air Forces is 68 per cent lower 
than it was in 1930 and 10 per cent lower than 
for the decade from 1930 to 1940. 

This great record is-due, not only to meticu- 
lous precautions taken at all training fields, 
but to a safety campaign which has impressed 
upon all personnel that every plane saved from 
accident is saved to fight against the Axis, 
and that every pilot or crew member saved 
from death is another fighting man to be sent 
into action against the enemy.

Crime On Increase 

J. Edgar Hoover, director of the FBI, in an 
address prepared for delivery before the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of Police, stated 
that crime in the United States is “definitely 
on the increase.” 

The FBI chief stressed that juvenile de- 
linquency is mounting with alarming ‘apidity 
and warned that, unless something is done 
to check this, another era of lawlessness Such 
as swept the Country after the last war may 
be expected. 

Law enforcement alone cannot halt the in- 
crease in crime, Hoover said. 

In this, of course, he is eminently correct. 
Law enforcement, while essential and a mighty 
deterrent, cannot change human tendencies. 
The person criminally inclined remains a po- 
tential criminal at heart, even though fear 
of the law may prevent actual commission of 
a felony. 

The only real cure of crime is education. 
Education that teaches effectively the age-old 
truth that crime does not pay is the only force 
which society has against the roots of un- 
social behavior. This is particularly true in 
regard to that juvenile delinquency which, 
while confined at first to minor infractions 
of the rules, soon leads young people to the 
perpetration of serious crime and the conse- 
quent perversion of what held promise, at one 
time, of worthy lives and constructive citizen- 
ship. 

While there is only one objective before the 
nation today, the winning of the war, at the 
same time it would be suicidal to neglect any 
opportunity for reclamation of young people 
starting on the false road, or for the educa- 
tion of children so that they shall never in- 
cline toward the ranks of the criminal outcasts 
of society. 

In that education the most powerful factor 
is the home. If we can provide suitable, good 
homes for all our children we shall have gone 
a long way to turning the trend away from 
crime increase and toward a satisfactory de- 


crease.

Owing to rigid requirements of medical assd- 
ciations, coupled with the extreme cost of ob- 
taining a medical education, there have been 
practically no young doctors to assume practice, 
especially in rural sections, for the past several 
years, 

And now, on top of that, the War Depart- 
ment is calling for most of the few practitioners 
upon whom we have to depend for medical 
service. 

Casting up, we find that we have for several 
years past had only four active practitioners in 
the county—one located at Arnoldsville, Craw- 
ford, Lexington and Philomath. And one of these, 
Dr. W. L. Green Jr., of Lexington, has been 
called for service in the Army, with probability 
of some of the others being called. Other coun- 
ties and rural sections are having the same ex- 
perience. 

Something should surely be done to relieve the 
situation as to doctors in small towns or rural 
sections. The lives of many good people might 
be saved by so doing. 


WASHINGTON PARADE

ROMMEL, THE PROFESSIONAL WASHINGTON, Sept. 


3.—Recent events in 

Egypt have justified a private appraisal made of Marshal Erwin 

Rommel, head of the German Afrika Korps, by Senator Henry Cabot 

Lodge Jr., of Massachusetts, just after he returned from active 
service on the Libyan front. 

The youthful Massachusetts senator, a major 
in the- American tank corps, went through a 
part of the desert fighting which saw Rommel 
at his best. After the fall of the British gar- 
rison of Tobruk, Rommel was widely hailed in 
Germany as the outstanding military genius 
developed thus far in the war. Hitler be- 
stowed on him new laurels and elevated him 
to the full rank of a field marshal. There was 
a tendency in the Axis press to compare him 
with everybody from Hannibal to Napoleon. 
The Nazis particularly were gushing over his 
prowess. 

But Senator Lodge, who was dive-bombed, 
strafed and otherwise harassed by Rommel’s 
forces, never could see it this way. 

“He is a good general,” the Massachusetts 
senator confided in private conversations telling 
of his experience. “But he is no genius by any 

means. What he is, is a hellishly capable professional: And I 
mean professional in all of its senses. An amazing opportunist, 
he is adaptable to the immediate circumstances. 

“Rommel never put all of his eggs in one basket. He never 
made up his mind inflexibly to do or die with one specific move. 
He never fully committed himself to any prescribed tactic. 

“Rommel would start several thrusts at once, and throw his 
strength into whichever seemed to be progressing most favorably. 
He picked his holes like a good smart football player, and dived 
into the likeliest with everything he had. 

“In the Libyan campaign, Rommel’s ace was that the British 
never knew where he was or what to expect. He’d throw up some 
tanks there, some smoke oyer there, some planes here, and then 
bang home in the confusion. His advantage was that he wasn’t 
trying to storm prepared positions. That is oné of the chief dif- 
ferences between the Libyan and Egyptian campaigns. 

“In Egypt right now we've got a 


HE DOESN’T LIKE IT ot 
pretty fair idea of where Rommel! is 


and what he is doing. And he is doing the things he likes least— 
storming that prepared position. In Libya he rarely stormed. He 
preferred to infiltrate around his objective, cut off supplies and 
water, and make his move when the British were thoroughly 
weakened.” . 

Much of Rommel’s Libyan success was attributed by Lodge to 
the smoothness of his general staff work. “The mark of the pro- 
fessional again,” the senator added. “His organization was the 
type bred by long and scientific preparation for a certain job.” 

Rommel had a habit of showing up with his full strength for 
the main engagement. He didn’t go in for dividing his forces very 
much. 

“Wherever he was,” Lodge said, “he was superior. He kept 
his two armored divisions and his motorized infantry tightly welded 
as a unit and made the most of it.” 


REPULSED WITH EASE Events of the past few weeks have 


tended to confirm Senator Lodge's 
appraisal of the German general. eln his latest drive against the 
British he made a miserable failure. Fighting behind more com- 
pact fortifications on the approaches to Alexandria, the British re- 
pulsed his offensive move with ease and chased his tanks back into 
the desert. 

Rommel’s success against: imperial forces in his last Libyan 
drive is attributed by military men to two prime factors. He de- 
veloped an amazing device for detecting British mine fields. It 
was so good that it is reported to have been able to uproot an 
average of 200 mines an hour. This enabled him to travel pretty 
much as he pleased through the mine fields which the British had 
assumed were sufficient to stop his tanks. On one occasion he 
actually moved through the center of a mine field and used its 
fringes to protect his own flanks. 

The other factor was the ruse he used to knock out nearly a 
third of the British tank force in a single afternoon. One of his 
generals, who had been hotly engaged by the British the day be- 
fore, sent out an open uncoded wireless message directed to Rom- 
mel headquarters asking for reinforcements. The message was 
repeated often enough to make sure of its interception by the 
British. Finally, in the afternoon when another message had been 
intercepted from Rommel asking the general to hold out if possible 
until the following day, the British decided things were in their 
favor and ordered an attack by 300 tanks. 

RAN INTO AMBUSH Instead of finding a cripple, the Brit- 
ish ran into an ambush. Of the 300 


_ tanks sent into action, 270 of them were destroyed. The Germans 


had carefully buried their antitank guns in the sand down to the 
barrels, concealing them from above with clever camouflage, so 


that they were unobserved by scout planes 
That was the real blow that resulted in the fall of Tobruk.

| The Process 
Of Churning. 


In churning cream, to make 
butter, the process is merely agi- 
tation of the cream so that the 
minute globules of fat will strike 
against each other. 

Each globule is coated with 
something rather like glycerine, 
though its exact composition has 
never been discovered. When the 
fat globules keep striking each 
other, in churning, this jacket, or 
coat, is finally broken and the 
two globules run together and 
form one, larger. This process 
keeps on until the globules at last 
become big enough to be almost 
visible to the naked eye. This is 
when the cream gets that “rough” 
look. Of course the churning con- 
tinues, the lumps of fat get big- 
ger and bigger until there is the 
final mass of butter and nothing 


else save buttermilk. 

To make the cream churn 
properly there are minor condi- 
tions to be observed, such as the 
degree of sourness, which is real- 
ily the degree of lactic acid pres- 
ent. Lactic acid is formed by the 
breaking down of the milk sugar, 
a chemical process which changes 
the sugar into the acid. 

Then, there is the matter of the 
right temperature of the cream. 
Cream too cold will not make but- 
ter. The fat globules are too hard 
to break down the glycerine coat- 
ing and thus join together. And 
cream too hot makes the fat too 
soft to hold together. 

In the old days superstition 
used to say that when the cream 
would not churn and the butter 
come, there was a malicious de- 
mon in the churn. So they heated 
a lucky horseshoe and placed it 
under the churn to drive away the 
demon. Of course, what really 
brought results, was the rise in 
the cream’s temperature because 
of the heat from the horseshoe. 

Cream? That is merely milk 
with a greater percentage of fat 
‘Rlobules. Fat is lighter than the 
other ingredients of milk so will

COTTON IS KING? Georgia furnished the nation with an 
example yesterday. 

The subjects of the unpredictable King Cotton bowed down 
before him, getting cricks in their backs, sun-burned necks, aching 
arms and scuffed fingers as they picked the crop. 

Barnesville thought of the plan. 

Mayor Harvey Kennedy closed up the town, 
department stores, grocery stores, pool room, 
dress shops, garage—all closed up. 

The citizens went out to King Cotton and 
his fields. 

The labor is gone into the Army and into 
defense plants. 

The pay for picking cotton is 75 cents per 
100 pounds (in some places $1 per 100 pounds), 
and before the day was done many of the 
pickers had a different idea about why farm 
labor leaves for defense plants. 

They may have had an idea that much of 
our economy needs re-planning. And that per- 
haps the Wickards and the Wallaces have been 
right all along in saying so and maintaining 
a fight with congress to get a part of the re- 
forms they believe are needed. 

| Many an aching back, many a sore set of 
fingers, could understand why a farm laborer would leave off 
picking cotton at 75 cents the 100. pounds and go off to work in a 
defense plant at $7.50 per day. 

It merely emphasized the fact that something is wrong and has 
a wrong for a long time and that it is time to do something 
about it. 

With a food shortage ahead next year and thousands of acres 
sure to be left idle because there are no hands for the work, there 
will have to come some sort of labor draft for the farms. 

But, when the war is done, what are we going to do about 
the fact that the farmer is caught in the pinch between an indus- 
trial machine age and the legislation designed to protect that 
industrial and machine age. 

Yes, he has been stubborn about new ideas. The politicians 
have lied to him and deceived him. He has beer hard to convince 
that he could do anything for himself. The Triple A and the FSA 
have had a try, but many of the big landowners have fought and 
created misunderstanding about those two agencies until there is 


‘bitterness and misunderstanding about them. And between them, 


which is worse. Critics in congress have confused the issues. 

It has been tough. 

But, if all over this nation the people who do city jobs and 
political jobs and small-town jobs, had to go out and pick cotton, 
harvest wheat and thresh it; dig vast potato crops; pick great fruit 
crops, plough, hoe, spray, feed, load, lift, heave and pull, then 
we might get something done with the farm problems, 

It would be especially good if congressmen had to go through a 
few weeks of it. 

You may salute people of Lamar and Fayette counties—and 
any other which joined in. They did a great job and they showed 
what a community can do. 


WHEN COTTON WAS KING There was atime when cotton 


was King. He is making a 
comeback this year. Cotton will go to 21 cents or more. When 
housewives are being asked to save fats, there is cottonseed oil 
being left in the field because there are not enough to pick it. 

Don’t curse Washington. Don't swear at the bureaus. Don't 
damn the government. 

We never have been ready for our economic unbalances or 
emergencies. 

We don’t like plans. 
with plenty of everything. Plans annoy us and irritate us. 
ages, pinches, unbalances annoy us. 

We never thought cotton would ever be anything but a mo- 
nopoly of the south. England thought so and it almost made her 
join with the Confederate States of America. 

The south of pre-1860 never thought so. 

Cotton was King and cotton was a southern monopoly. 

You may find it in the old writings. 


IN 1858 You get the feel of confidence as early as 1858, when 
J. H. Hammon rose in the senate and said, speaking 
against a farm bill: 

“Sir, you dare not make war on cotton. 
dares make war upon it. Cotton is King.” 

And so it was. 

You get it from the eloquent Henry Grady, speaking to Texans 
10 years after the War Between the States: 

“Our western wheat-grower competes in London with the Rus- 
sian and East Indian. The Ohio wool-grower watches the Austra- 
lian shepherd, and the bleat of the now historic sheep of Vermont 
is answered from the steppes of Asia. The herds that emerge 
from the dust of your amazing prairies might hear in their pauses 
the hoof-beats of antipodean herds marching to meet them. Under 
Holland’s dykes the cheese and butter makers fight American 
dairies. The hen cackles around the world. California challenges 
vine-clad France. The dark continent is disclosed through meshes 
of light. There is competition everywhere. 

“Amid this universal conflict, where stands the south? While 
the producer of everything we eat or wear, in every land, is fight- 
ing through glutted markets for bare existence, what of the south- 
ern farmer? In his industrial, as in his political problem, he is 
set apart—not in doubt, but in. assured independence. Cotton 
makes him King. Not the fleeces that Jason sought can rival the 
richness of this plant, as it unfurls its banners in our fields. It is 
gold from the instant it puts forth its tiny shoot. The shower 
that whispers to it is heard around the world. The trespass of 
a worm on its green leaf means more to England than the advance 
of the Russians on her Asiatic outposts.” 

So wrote Grady. 

Now cotton grows in all the world. Egypt, South America, 
China, Russia and other nations produce the staple in quantity. 
California begins to rival a cotton state. 

Cotton still is a sort of king. His subjects know that. 

You may cheer the people who went out and picked cotton 
yesterday. ‘They were swell.

British Call Nazi Sinking | 


Claims ‘More Exagger- 


ated Than Usual.’ 


LONDON, Sept. 23.—(4)—The 
admiralty announced today that 
the great majority of a convoy 
of United States, Russian and 
British merchantmen carrying 
large quantities of war materials 
had arrived in north Russian 
ports despite German bombs and 


torpedoes unleashed in a running 
battle of many days along the 
northern convoy route. 

The admiralty acknowledged 
that some ships were lost. But 
it said the claim of the German 
high command that 38 vessels 
were sunk and three others dam- 
aged out of a 45-ship convoy was 
“more exaggerated than usual.” 

The Germans further announced 
with great fanfare last Sunday 
that six warships escorting the 
convoy were damaged or sunk. 
To this the admiralty replied that 
not a single convoying vessel was 
Tost. 

A Final Jab. 

Then, in a final jab at the Ger- 
man claims of almost total de- 
struction of the convoy, the ad- 
miralty declared: 

“It is not intended to assist the 
enemy by informing him of the 
extent of his lack of 
against this convoy.” 

The 
only aircraft and U-boat attacks 
led to the assumption here that 
the strong surface raiding fleet 
led by the 35,000-ton German bat- 
tleship Tirpitz had been kept from 
intervening by the watchful Brit- 
ish navy. 

The German radio has acknow]- 
edged “painful losses in the air,” 
giving rise to the presumption in 
British circles that the Nazi air 
force paid dearly for the dam- 
age it did inflict. 

Claims by Nazis. 

Naval circles here expressed be- 
lief that in failing to destroy the 
Russia-bound convoy the Axis 
probably lost the last chance this 
year for extensive use of its air 
force against convoys in northern 
waters. Autumnal fogs, mists and 
squalis of rain and hail make air 
observation in this area almost 
impossible. 

It was the second time in three 
months that the Germans had 
claimed a triumph over a convoy 
heavily laden with aid for Rus- 
sia. 

The German communique 
broadcast from Berlin Sunday re- 
called previous Nazi claims, not 
confirmed, that 35 ships in a con- 
voy of 38 had been sunk in the 
same Arctic waters between July 
2 and 7. 

In connection with shipping, 
Prime Minister Churchill today 
told a conference of the shipbuild- 
ing industry that the shipping po- 
Sition “has unproved recently” but 
“still is grave and we are in 
urgent need of every ship that 
can be built.” 

In a message read at the con- 
ference, Churchill urged the build- 
ers “to strive your utmost for only 
thus can you compel victory. 
Without ships we cannot live and 
without them we cannot conquer.”
